Tue revolution of another year brings round 
the period when the benefactors and friends of the 
Female Refuge Society expect the accustomed ac- 
count of its proceedings ; and - your Committee, 
in taking the necessary review for their satisfac. 
tion, perceive much cause for renewed gratitude 
to that Gracious Being who, while He “ weighs 
the mountains in scales, and the hills in a ba- 
lance,” overlooks not the minutest objects of His 
creating power, When it is considered that this | 
is the thirteenth Report of the Society, it will not 
be supposed that novelty of remark on its useful- 
ness, or fresh motives with the benevolent for its 
support, can be brought forward; but your Com, 
mittee would observe, if Jess positive good had 
been effected through its medium, yet the pre- 
vention of much eyil, both natural and:moral, by 
its instrumentality, entitles it to encouragement 
from the community jin which it exists. They 
would, for a moment, contrast the present situa- 
tion and prospects of the rescued objects of your 
compassion, with the inevitable condition which 
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awaited them, had they been left still running the 
broad road to destruction : but alas! the dark 
scenes and direful results of such a course require 
to be veiled, rather than depicted. By a glance 
of your “ mind’s eye,” however, you may behold 
in that hovel where vice and misery reign, a mo- 
ther, drooping under disease and penury, and a 
half-starved offspring, ignorant of the first princi- 
ples of revealed religion, violating, as they in- 
crease in years, the laws of God and man, with 
hardened insensibility. Weigh the everlasting con- 
sequences of such a career ;—consider how the 
victims would have multiplied i in thirteen years ;— 
and as you turn hastily from a contemplation which 
harrows up your feelings, your Committee would 
direct your notice to an abode characterized by 
cleanliness and neatness, where the industrious 
wife prepares the homely meal against her hus- 
band’s return from daily occupation, smiling with 
maternal pride and fondness at the commendations 
bestowed on her infant progeny, whom she is 
training in paths of piety and virtue. Your Com- 
mittee would then point to the young, earning a 
decent livelihood in virtuous poverty ; to servants 
approved by their employers; and to the Super- 
_ intendents of Institutions similar to this ; and tell 
you that these images are not altogether «deal, 
though not yet realized to their fullest extent. 
If such are the temporal benefits of the Institu- 
tion, your Committee would try to enumerate 
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those which are-commensurate with eternity: but 
here the powers of human calculation fail, and 
they can only wonder and adore in silence. 

The success of a plan whereby the elder girls 
of the Society were to earn their own support, 
under its protecting care, and which was brought 
into effect with respect to three, at the commence- 
ment of 1826, was mentioned in the last Report. 
Two of them continue in the same circumstances ; 
one has been removed to a more advantageous 
situation in the Island of St. Christopher, where 
she superintends a similar Institution, called the 
« Female Benevolent Society.” One of the 
junior girls has obtained a situation in a respect 
able family. 


Two younger children, who, from the inability 
of the Society to increase its number, were long 
subjects of painful regret to your Committee, have 
been adopted in place of the two so happily pro- 
vided for; thus making up fourteen, as before. 
The elder girls continue to make, mend, and wash 
their own clothes, and, alternately attend to the 
domestic concerns of the family. They are all 
taught reading, writing, and arithmetic, and great 
pains are taken with them, to cultivate natural 
intellect, raise the tone of mind, and qualify om 
for instructing others hereafter. 
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. If it should be thought that the aggregate 
amount of work done by them, is small, it is pre- 
sumed the following explanation will tend to shew 
that it does not arise from a deficiency of proper 
exertion in the children, or mismanagement in 
those who superintend their employments, but is 
the consequence of local circumstances, which 
they cannot overrule. | | | 


1st,— Six of the children are so young that in 
any other situation they would be comparatively 
useless ; they, however, plait a large proportion 
of the straw which is worked up and formed by 
the elder girls. 


2ndly‚— There are many young women in the 
neighbourhood who subsist wholly by plain Nee- 
dlework, and engross a considerable portion of it, 
at a very low rate, 


_ 8rdly,— The demand for straw hats and bonnets, 
is almost superseded by mpplics from England, 
Bermuda, and Poname, | 


It is with great pleasure your Committee ob, 
serve in those girls who have grown up under 
your care, and whose principles, it may be hoped, 
are fixed, a remarkable contrast to others of their 
own age and station in life, who have not had the 
advantages which they enjoy. It is a subject of 
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satisfaction and thankfulness also, ‘that their rela- 
tions now unhesitatingly acknowledge the benefits 
accruing to their young people, from moral disci- 
pline and instruction: nor does the influence cease 
here; for many mothers whose children are not 
under the care of the Society, excited by the spi- 
rit of emulation, which exists in human nature, 
determine that they shall lead virtuous and re- 
spectable lives too; an additional stimulus to 
which is, the reflection that it is not money (of 
which some of them are destitute) but industry _ 
and frugality which contribute to the support of 
such a character. In short, there is a moral pers 
ception of beauty and loveliness in virtuous po. 
verty, which was totally unknown in this part of 
the Island. 


Of the subjects of your Saciety’s care, two have 
been decently married since its institution; one 
is, as above stated, advanced to the head of a si. 
milar Institution in another Island, and one is in 
reputable service ; two who have grown up and 
been dismissed, are supported by their own indus- 
try; and one, who left the Island in the service 
of a Missionary’s ‘wife, was lost in the Maria Mail. 
boat with five Missionaries in 1826. The last 
mentioned girl, not having immediately met with 
an opportunity to return to her native Island, af; 
ter the departure of her mistress to England, was 
kindly allowed by the Lady of His Honor the 
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President of His Majesty’s Council for the Island 
of Tortola, to remain in her family, during that 
interval; and at her departure from thence, she 
was favored with the following certificate, which 
was afterwards found in her trunk, shipped on 
board another vessel, with the baggage of the 
Missionaries, and by that means saved,

Your Committee trust it will be evident from 
the above statement, to the Benefactors and 
friends of the Society in England and Scotland, 
as well ‘as to those on the spot, who have the 
‘means. of ascertaining the correctness of it, that 
no inconsiderable portion of good has been effect- 
ed by its instrumentality ;—-a consideration which 


your Committee hope will plead powerfully for a 
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cn] 
continuance of past bounty, and operate as a mo- 
tive to induce other benevolent Societies and in- 
dividuals, to afford their special aid. Ä 


Your Committee would call upon those of their 
own sex, who, in possession of youth, health, and 
competence, cheered by parental love, and ani- 
mated by the smiles of an admiring circle, are 
thoughtless of real woe, while their hearts melt 
with sympathy over fictitious sorrow, to turn their 
attention, for a little space, to this Institution. 
The objects whom it is intended to relieve, like 
you, have numbered few years in this world of 
vicissitude and trial; but ah !—how unlike yours, 
is their portion in it! Remember from whom all 
your * blessings flow ;”—recollect who hath made 
you to differ from them ;—and as you survey, by 
the help of that imagination which, at your time 
of life, is so vivid, their half-elad ‘forms 
and pallid aspects, reflect that they have known 
no father’s care; no mother’s admonitory voice 
has ever been heard by them, saying, of the path 
which leads to happiness and heaven, “ this is the 
way, walk ye in it:” but ignorant of the God 
whose they are, and whom they ought to serve, 
they are ready “ to follow a multitude to do evil.” 
The emissaries ofthe wicked one are many, and 
he, the grand adversary himself, “ goeth about 
seeking whom he may destroy.” How honorable 
and how glorious to you will be even the attempt

to-rescue and save these hapless beings! ‘‘ Bless. 
ed are the merciful,” saith the Saviour, “for they 
shall obtain mercy.” 

Your Committee beg to offer the following ob- 
servations on the Treasurer’s account. As it is 
made up in the currency of this Island, and some 
of our friends in England and Scotland may be 
unacquainted with the relative value of that Cur- 
rency and Sterling Money, it may be proper to 
remark that 22s. 6d. Currency per month, charg- 
ed for the board of the girls (and which includes 
candles, soap, and firing for cooking and iron- 
ing) is equal, at the Government rate of calcula- 
tion to 10s. 10d. Sterling per Month ;—that £83 
17s. Od. Currency, disbursed in clothing, shoes, 
bedding, and bed and table linen, washing, and 
extra expenses of sick girls within the year, is 
equal to £40 7s. 54d. Sterling, for the whole, or 
£3 10s. 84d. Sterling for each of the girls who 
are supplied with those articles at the expense of 
the Society ; making the total annual charge for 
the maintenance of each girl, £10 Os. 84d. Sterling; 
and that the Salary of the Mistress (£60 Currency 
per annum) is equal to 28/. 17s, 94d. Sterling. 

This explanation, your Committee hope, will 
prove that the Institution is conducted upon the 
most economical scale; and nevertheless they 
. are necessitated to solicit the attention of their 


benevolent friends, to the exhausted state of the 
funds, 
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Your Committee cannot close this imperfect 
skatchs without expressing their sense of grati- 
tude to the Ladies Society under the Patronage 
of her Grace the Dutchess of Beaufort, including 
the “ Female Society for. Birmingham, &c.,” and 
the “ Ladies Association for Calne, Milksham, 
Devises, &c.,” for repeated acts of bounty in 
former years ;—to the Ladies of the “ Antigua 
Repository,” for the same, and for a Donation of 
30/. in the present Year ;—to James Playfair, 
Esquire, and friends in Glasgow, for liberal annual 
proofs of regard ;—to Miss Chamberlayne of Ryes, 
for repeated and considerable. collections ;—to 
Mrs. Thomas Jones and friends in Liverpool, 
for a valuable present of clothing, which should 
have been noticed last year, and for one of croc 
Kery ware received since ;—and to Doctors Kin- 
dell and Odlum, for their professional and gratui- 
tous attention to the children in sickness.

In the last Report was announced the purchase of a 
suitable House and Lot, as an Asylum for the juvenile ob- 


_jectsof the Society's care; and the large debt remaining 


due on that purchase was also mentioned, The Commit- 
tee have now the pleasure of stating, that through the kind- 
ness of Mrs, Cropprr and some other Ladies in Liverpool, 


they have been enabled to pay over to the Trustees, on ac- 


count of that debt, the sum of 51/. sterling, the amonnt of 
a donation ‘most opportunely forwarded to them by those 
respectgble and benevolent Ladies, and for which their 
most grateful acknowledgments are here presented. The 
debt is therefore reduced to 115/.°4s. 10d., bearing interest, 
and payable the let of May next.

The sum of 39. 1s. 9d. has been expended in the repairs 
which it was found indispensable to put to the Asylum; 
and which it may be necessary to observe, were undertaken 
with that scrupulous regard to economy, which it would be 
a dereliction of duty not to observe in every item of its ex- 
penditure of a Society entirely depertdant on eleemosynary 
support, The repairs have also been necessarily limited ;

by His holy statutes. One of the Girls, who had been for 
eleven years under the Society’s protection, and whose 


good conduct gained her the confidence and esteem of the 
Committee; had been instructed at the expence of the 
Society, in the manufacture of straw into hats, bonnets, &c., _ 
and appointed to act as mistress in that department (which 
duty she discharged with credit to herself, and satisfaction | 


to the Committee for three years), was married in July 
last to a young man of industrious‘and creditable character. 


She has been ‘succeeded in the situation of mistress of the 
working department by another Girl of the establishment, 


who has since conducted the business satisfactorily, °* 
The minds of the Committee have been lately near 


and painfully exercised, by baving to refuse five little 
destitate exposed Orphan Girls admission into the Asylum, . 


but the limited means of the Society compel them, with 
grief, to refrain their hand. 

Twelve old women continue to receive a small weekly 
allowance from the funds of the Society. “ 


An occurrence, not only gratifying to the feelings of ihe 


Committee, but beneficial to the interests of the Society, 
took place on the 24th of November, when a public meet- 


ing was held at the Asylum, in commemoration of the . 
opening thereof. The attendance was respectable, and the — 
Reverend ‘Messrs. Harrison & Cox addressed the moet. 
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insensible of the claims to public patronage which other and 
-more influential Institutions in the Colony possess; they 
are not regardless of the evil which these charities are 
designed to repress, of the positive good which they are 
calculated to effectuate, and of the zealous support and 
encouragement to which they are, therefore, entitled. In 
the spirit of christian liberality, and as co-workers in this 
labour of love, they invoke the Divine blessing on every 
effort intended to blunt the shafts of adversity, to lessen 
the sum of human misery, and to disseminate the know- 
ledge and the blessings of pure and undefiled religion. 
But the very title under which this hamble Society makes 
its appeal, and which, indeed, bespeaks its true character, 
may justly challenge the countenance and support of all 
who cultivate the feelings of christian charity, and would 
keep alive its salutary influences. To these, surely, the 
necessities of Distressed Females need only be made known, 
commisserated and relieved. And if it) be :con- 
sidered, that the relief which the Society is designed to 
afford is far more comprehensive in its nature, than simply 
to clothe the naked and to feed the hungry,—that it is 
designed to erect barriers against the encroachments of 
moral degeneracy, by administering the precious alms of 
moral instruction,—to rescue the destitute from the perils 
of utter helplessness in youth, and to impart to them know- 
ledge and habits to fit them for a reputable station in 
society,—to impress on their minds the fundamental princi- 
ples of christianity, and to foster in their hearts the hallow- 
ed sympathies of true religion,—when these momentous 
considerations ar& weighed, and the practical results already 
witnessed in the operations of the Society are. referred 
to, where is to be found the heart that would contemn — 
this humble but-effective instrument of good ? that would

Report. 


MALE DEPARTMENT. 


IT is gratifying to state that the youth men- 
tioned in the last year’s Report as distinguished 
for the meekness of his deportment, and other 
indications of a gracious change having passed 
upon him, continues to merit our good opinion; 
and that, in consequence of his seriousness and 
general good conduct, he has been appointed an 
assistant teacher; in which office he appears 
anxious to acquit himself with fidelity. Among 
the senior classes, some few boys appear to be 
more serious than formerly, and, consequently, 
to profit more by religious instruction. These 
are occasionally employed in assisting the teach- 


ers of the junior classes; and it is to be hoped 


that, by thus exciting in them a spirit of emula- 
tion, they may become valuable teachers. In 
general the boys improve in reading, and it is to 
be hoped religious instruction is not wholly lost 
upon them, as they are more docile, and more 
obedient and respectfal to their teachers than 
formerly; and there is not now so much of that 


listlessness, inattention, and playfulness among 


them in the School, as used to be observed. 


| 


This is partly to be attributed to increased strict- 
ness of discipline. They are regular in their 
attendance on Divine Worship, and appear to 
love the School, being, for the most part, panc- 
tual in attending ; from which we hope good will 
result. It must, nevertheless, be confessed, 
(however painful to do so,) that there are some 
of the boys who make very little improvement. 
Bad examples out of School, and other causes 
equally hostile to the views and ends of the In- 
stitution, continue to produce in some of them 
such a degree of arrogance and insubordination 
as is not easily curbed: but we hope that the 
most unpromising may yet be reclaimed, by the 


"Divine blessing on our weak endeavours. 


One lad has gone to service within the last 
year; one has departed this life; three have been 
dismissed; grown up; three have been removed 
to other parts of the Island; and seven have 
been struck off for non-attendance. Six new 
Scholars have been added ; and the present num- 
ber of boys under instruction is ninety. 


FEMALE DEPARTMENT. 


NOTWITRSTANDING all the discouragements 


and spiritual improvement of the children who 


are objects of Sunday-School instruction, there 
is yet great cause for gratitude to God, whose 
blessing upon the exertions of feeble and unwor- 
thy instruments continues to render it produc- 
tive of good fruits, in the female department.— 


In December last, the dismission of five girls, 


who bad joined the School in their childhood, 
and were leaving it with the approbation, pray- 
ers, and tears of their teachers, was painfully 
gratifying to all present. Their sobs and tears at 
parting rendered it a most affecting occasion.

Four of them are members of a Juvenile Assos 
ciation, formed for charitable purposes. Some 
of these exhibit evidences of true piety. Much 
might be said of three who have been removed 
from a world in which they would have been 
exposed to innumerable snares and temptations, 
and had to struggle with poverty. Let it suffice 
to observe, that their contrition, their humble 
and-fervent addresses to God through his Son 
Jesus Christ, for pardon and mercy, and their 


_ childlike confidence and willingness to be re- 


moved by death, have rejoiced the hearts of their 
teachers, and loudly exhorted them not to be 
weary in well-doing. Two of these girls (M. W. 
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and E. G.) had removed to St. John’s, and during 
their illness, which was very short, they lamented 
that they could not see their English-Harbour 
teachers, though they were not neglected by 
Christian teachers at St. John’s. E. G. wished 
to be brought to English-Harbour, ill as she was, 
that her teachers might sing and pray with ber. 
The remains of these two girls were brought 
from St. John’s, and interred in the Parish Church 
Yard of Falmouth. 

It appears that the best influences of the School 
would, at this time, be more general and efficient 
than ever they have been at any former period, 
conld means be devised for occasionally supply- 
ing those children with clothing who wish to at- 
tend the School; but cannot, for want of clothes, 
and whose time, on the Sabbath, is consumed in 
idleness and vice. 

It may not be deemed irrelevant to remark, 
that the most promising girls, who have been 
taken under the care of the Femate Reruce 
Society, and similar Societies, have been first 
trained in the Sunday Schools. A valuable pre- 
sent of clothing sent from England some years 
ago, was one of the means employed by a gra- 
cious Providence to fix the attendance of many 
of those who are now pious and useful in the 
School. There are several young women in 
English-Harbour and its vicinity, who are not 
ashamed to own that the liberality which enabled 
them to attend the School and the Worship of 
God on Sunday, has been the means of bringing 
them to the possession of that religion which is 
their stay and support in the midst of many con- 


flicts which they have to encounter, in conse- 


-quence of chusing to suffer affliction with the 


people of God, rather than enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season. And who can tell the joy 
which those persons will feel who administered 
to their necessities, when they meet in Heaven 
with those who were once deslitute naked chil- 
dren, and who, through their instrumentality, 
were put into a condition to receive that reli- 
gious instruction by which they were brought 
from darkness into light, and translated from the 


kingdom of Satan into the kingdom of God’s 


dear Son! These statements are not conjectur- 
al. The facts which they exhibit are all open 
to investigation; and if candid enquiry is made, 
it will de found that the good represented to have 
been already done, and the evil which yet remains 
to be removed, are no more than strictly true. 

Many thanks are due to those kind friends in 
the Island who have occasionally sent presents 
of old clothes for the children, and to our bene- 
volent friends in Glasgow for books for use of the 
School; and to the English-Harbour Branch 
Bible Society for a liberal supply of Bibles and 
Testaments. 


Within the last twelve months, seven girls 


have been dismissed, grown up; three have 
departed this life, eight have been removed 
to other parts of the Island; and two excluded 
for neglect; one has left the Island ; twenty-two 
new Scholars have been received; and the pre- 
sent number of girls under instruction is one 
hundred and fifty-one. Of these 48 read the 
Bible, and 15 the Testament.

These 
are occasionally employed in assisting the teach- 
ers of the junior classes; and it is to be hoped 
that, by thus exciting in them a spirit of emula- 
tion, they may become valuable teachers. In 
general the boys improve in reading, and it is to 
be hoped religious instruction is not wholly lost 
upon them, as they are more docile, and more 
obedient and respectful to their teachers than 
formerly; and there is not now so much of that 
listlessness, inattention, and playfulness among 
them in the School, as used to be observed. 


This is partly to be altributed to increased strict- 
ness of discipline. They are regular in their 
attendance on Divine Worship, and appear to 
love the School, being, for the most part, punc- 
tual in attending ; from which we hope good will 
result. It must, nevertheless, be confessed, 
(however painful to do so,) that there are some 
of the boys who make very little improvement. 
Bad examples out of School, and other causes 
equally hostile to the views and ends of the In- 
stitution, continue to produce in some of them 
such a degree of arrogance and insubordination 
as is not easily curbed: but we hope that the 
most unpromising may yet be reclaimed, by the 
Divine blessing on our weak endeavours. 

One lad has gone to service within the last 
year; one has departed this life; three have been 
dismissed, grown up; three have been remored 
to other parts of the Island; and seven have 
been struck off for non-attendance. Six new 
Scholars have been added ; and the present num- 
ber of boys under instruction is ninety. 


FEMALE DEPARTMENT. 


NotwiTHSTANDING all the discouragements 


and anxieties which attend the. progress of moral | 


and spiritual improvement of the children who 


are objects of Sunday-School instruction, there 


is yet great cause for gratitude to God, whose 
blessing upon the exertions of feeble and unwor- 
thy instruments continues to render it produc- 
tive of good fruits, in the female department.— 
In December last, the dismission of five girls, 
who had joined the School in their childhood, 
and were leaving it with the approbation, pray- 
ers, and tears of their teachers, was painfully 
gratifying to all present. Their sobs and tears at 
parting rendered it a most affecting occasion. 


Four of them are members of a Juvenile Asso- 
ciation, formed for charitable purposes. Some 
of these exhibit evidences of trae piety. Much 
might be said of three who have been removed 
from a world in which they would have been 
exposed to innumerable snares and temptations, 
and had to struggle with poverty. Let it suffice 
to observe, that their contrition, their humble 
and fervent addresses to God through his Son 
Jesus Christ, for pardon and mercy, and their 
childlike confidence and willingness to be re- 
moved by death, have rejoiced the hearts of their 
teachers, and loudly exhorted them not to be 
weary in well-doing. Two of these girls (M. W.

and E. G.) had removed to St. John’s, and during 


their illness, which was very short, they lamented 


that they could not see their English-Harbour 
teachers, though they were not neglected by 
Christian teachers at St. John’s. E. G. wished 
to be brought to English-Harbour, ill as she was, 
that her teachers might sing and pray with her. 
The remains of these two girls were brought 
from St. John’s, and interred in the Parish Church 
Yard of Falmouth. 

It appears that the best influences of the School 
would, at this time, be more general and efficient 
than ever they have been at any former period, 
conld means be devised for occasionally supply- 


ing those children with clothing who wish to at- 


tend the School, but cannot, for want of clothes, 
_ and whose time, on the Sabbath, is consumed in 
idleness and vice. | 

It may not be deemed irrelevant to remark, 
that the most promising girls, who have been 
taken under the care of the Femate Reruce 
Society, and similar Societies, have been first 
trained in the Sunday Schools. A valuable pre- 
sent of clothing sent from England some years 
ago, was one of the means employed‘by a gra- 
cious Providence to fix the attendance of many 
of those who are now pious and useful in the 
School. There are several young women in 
English-Harbour and its vicinity, who are not 
ashamed to own that the liberality which enabled 


them to attend the School and the Worship of 


God on Sunday, has been the means of bringing 
them to the possession of that religion which is

flicts which they have to encounter, in conse- 
quence of chusing to suffer affliction with the 
people of God, rather than enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season. And who can tell the joy 
which those persons will feel who administered 
to their necessities, when they meet in Heaven 
with those who were once destitute naked chil- 
dren, and who, through their instrumentality, 
were put into a condition to receive that reli- 
ious instruction by which they were brought 
rom darkness into light, and translated from the 
kingdom of Satan into the kingdom of God’s 
dear Son! These statements are not conjectur- 
al. The facts which they exhibit are all open 


to investigation; and if candid enquiry is made, | 


it will be found that the good represented to have 
been already done, and the evil which yet remains 
to be removed, are no more than strictly true. 

Many thanks are due to those kind friends in 
the Island who have occasionally sent presents 
of old clothes for the children, and to our bene- 
volent friends in Glasgow for books for use of the 
School; and to the English-Harbour Branch 
Bible Society for a liberal supply of Bibles and 
Testaments. | 

Within the last twelve months, seven girls 
have been dismissed, grown up; three have 
departed this life, eight have been removed 
to other parts of the Island; and two excluded 
for neglect; one has left the Island ; twenty-two 
new Scholars have been received; and the pre- 
sent number of girls under instruction is one 
hundred and fifty-one. Of these 48 read the 
Bible, and 15 the Testament.

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“Notwithstanding. it is somewhat consolatory to krfow, whilst so little has been heretofore attempted for the 
Conversion of the Slaves, and People of free condition, that a wide door is now open for diffusing the benevo- 
lence of the Christian Public with effect, Founding Schools, and Employing 
 Catechists on the Plantations. 

Several proposals have of late been to J amaica the Establishing of Missions. Cette 
of Land have been offered for the erection of the Missionary Premises, with assistance in labour and materials 
for building. Various eligible situations for Sabbath-Schools present themselves ;—and in many parts of the % 
Island, and on a considerable number of Estates or Plantations, Catechists may be employed, with a prospect 
of affording incaleylable blessings to the Slave, and especially to the rising generation. A few of the proposals 
that have been submittéd to thé Society may be briefly noticed. 

In one part of the Island, and in the midst of a large Negro population, where multitudes are yet in the 
most deplorable state of ignorance and heathenism, a gentleman has offered to'make over to the Church Mis- 
sionary Society in trust for ever, four, or more acres of good land for the purpose of forming a Missionary 
station, together with a liberal supply of materials, and some labour towards the erection of the buildings. 

In another quarter, a similar offer of land has been made, where there is a settlement of about 500 Free 
Persons and Slaves, who are shut out from the public ordinances of religion, as well as a numerous population 
of Negroes within a convenient distance of the spot, whose spiritual wants are no less deeply to be lamented. 

“Also, at only one of the four Maroon Towns where there are 1,253 Free Blacks, and of whom it can hardly 
be conjectured, that 50 of their number have yet been converted, (indeed the writer knows of but one or two 
individuals answering this description) has there yet been any building erected, for the purpose of religious 
Teaching or Worship, and that one but recently and only from the indefatigable exertions of a pious Minister 
resident near the spot. Yet at all these towns there is land, and a plentiful supply of building materials close 
at hand, nor are there any obstacles in the way of their erection, if suitable means were provided. Such is the 
prevailing pride, indolence, and want of religious feeling amongst the Maroons, that it is with the utmost diffi- 
culty they can be induced to labour even in so good a cause, and hence the necessity of religious instruction to 
subdue their pride, and teach them how to live. And it ought not to be forgotten, that the population of these 
towns comprises no fewer than about 600 young Persons and Children!!! What a powerful call on the chris- 
tian, to be prompt in rescuing them from the vices of their fathers, as well a as from present, future, and eternal

. There has very recently (in addition to the foregoing) En Dronght under their notice, the deplorable . state 
of the inhabitants of a whole Island who are perishing for lack of knowledge. The Island alluded to, is the 

Grand Caymana, situated about 150 miles West from Jamaica, which contains a population of upwards of 
1,500 souls, White, Coloured, and Slaves, of the latter alone, there are about nine hundred. This numerous 
bedy | of human . beings, beings possessed of immortal souls, have no Minister, nor religious Teacher of any 
kind resident amongst them, and what perhaps will appear almost improbable when it is recollected that this 
httle Island is a dependency of the British Crown, that they never yet have been blessed with a resident Minister, 
neither with the occasional visits of one who might have been the instrument in the hand of God of bringing 
them to the knowledge of the truth !! 

Let every Christian who reads this, and who is himself blessed with a knowledge of the overflowing mercies 
of God in Christ Jesus, endeavour to picture to himself what, in such a case, must be the state of an entire 
Istund, whose whole population, and that too composed for the most part of poor ignorant Africans and their 
offspring, and then ask, whether they need, and whether Christian love for their souls should not induce him 
to use every lawful means for sending them the Gospel. On sucha case comment is unnecessary. 

-- Toall'these circumstances, the Jamaica Auxiliary is tenderly alive ; but possesses comparatively no means 
whatever for remedying the existing evil. It would therefore claim the aid ofa benevolent British public, and 
with the view of showing what are the practical benefits likely to result both to the Master and to the Slave from 
the dissemination of Christianity amongst the latter, only advert to the good effects that have already been 
produced from the introduction of a regular system of Christian teaching into one district of the Island. There, 
in the district alluded to, weekly Catechetical Instruction is given on fifty-four Estates and Plantations to 
1,009 Adults ; to 1,761 Children; and also to Children, by means of Letters, 630; making a Total of 3,400 
Negro Slaves. It is worthy of remark, that the Children, who are said ‘to. be learning to read, consist almost 
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a

Is an argument wanting to prove the beneficial effects of Religious Instruction, in the moral ee 
domestic tranquillity, increase, and general happiness of the Slave? Let it be found here. 

In this view of the case, is it not a duty incumbent on every Christian, but more especially in every WEST 3 
INDIAN PROPRIETOR, as well as on every individual who participates in the least degree in any temporal a 
advantage resulting from the labour of the Slave, to assist in bringing him into a state of salvation through tho 
Gospel? Surely itis. Let then the friends of the Church Missionary and Ladies’ Societies be indefatigable in 
using their influence amongst all those who are friendly either to the temporal or spiritual well-being of the 
_ Slave, that the present crying exigencies of this most interesting and deserving people may be abundantly sup- 
plied. Leta separate Fund be set apart by the Associations of the Church Missionary Society throughout the 
kingdom for this specific purpose, and let the Ladies of Great Britain, and such of them, especially as may be 
deriving a portion of their worldly prosperity from the West India Colonies, associate themselves together for 
aiding and co-operating with the Ladies’ Society in London, of which Her Grace the Duchess of Beaufort is 
Patroness, that they may prove instrumental in sending to the Bond Slave the only antidote to all his 
miseries, the Blessed Gospel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Let there be, through the instrumentality 
of either, or both of those Societies, or of individuals who may be blessed with an abundance of this world’s 
‘goods, pecuniary means set apart for providing Faithful Ministers, enlarging the number of Schoolmasters 
and Catechists, and for defraying the expences incident to the erection of Sunday School Rooms, which may be 
used also as temporary Chapels, and let PRAYER BE MADE TO GOD CONTINUALLY, FOR THE ABUNDANT 
OUT-POURING OF His HoLy Spirit, andthe gloom which now hangs over the horizon of our Colonies, may 
soon be dispelled. The gross mental darkness pervading the mass of the population, will vanish before the 
enlivening rays of the Gospel. Light and comfort will beam upon the soul of the Negro. He will pass from a 
death of sin, to alife of righteousness. Henceforth he will become the Lord’s Freeman, and learning from the 
Bible, that godliness is profitable unto all things, that its promises relate to the believer's happiness for both 
worlds, he will, whilst he commits his soul in well-doing into the hands of his God and Saviour, wait His leisure 
in all that relates to his temporal condition, and doing all for the Glory of God, in the assured hope that what- 
‘soever good thing any man doeth, the same shall he receive of the Lord, whether he be Bond or Free.

OH! REMEMBER THE NEGRO SLAVE.

OF THE CATHEDRAL AND PARISH CHURCH 
OF ST. JOHN'S, ANTIGUA, 
BY THE AWFUL EARTHQUAKE 
WHICH OCCURRED Fésiuany Sra, 1849. 


ON WEDNESDAY, 8ra Fesavany 1843, this Island: was visited by a most 
- terrific and destructive Earthquake. At 20 minutes’ before TI o’clock in the 


forenoon, while the Bell was ringing for Prayers, and the Venerable Rost. HoLteeRTON was in the 
Vestry-room, awaiting the atrival of persons to have’ their Marriage solömnized, before the commence- 
‘ment of the Morning Service, the whole Edifice, from one eud to the other, was suddenly and violeatly 
agitated. Every one within the Church, after the first shock, was compelled to escape for his life. 


The Tower was rent from the top to the bottom ; the North Dial of the Clock precipitated to the ground 


with a dreadfal crash ; the East Parapet wall of the Tower thrown upon the roof of the Chareh ; almost 
the whole of the North West Wall by the North Gallery fell out in a mass ; the Nore East Wall was pro- 
traded beyond the perpendicular; the Altarpiece, the Public Monument erected to the Memory of Lord 
Lavington, and the private Monuments, bearing the names of Kelsick, Warner, Atkinson, 
fell dewn piecemeal inside ; a large portion of the top of the East Wall fell, and the whole of the 
South East Wall was precipitated into the Church Yard, carrying along with it, two of the Cast 
Iron Windows, while: the other Six remained projecting from the Walls in which they had been origi- 
, nally inserted’; a large pile of heavy cut Stones and masses of Brick fell down at the South and at 
the North: Doors; seven of the large front Pipes of the Organ were thrown out by the violence of 
the shock, and‘ many of the metal and wooden Pipes within ‘displaced; the massive Basin ef the 
Font was tossed from the pedestal on which it rested, and pitched apoa the pavement beneath 
uninjared. Thus, within the space of three minutes, this Church was reduced to a pile of crumbling 
rains; the Walls that were left staniling being rent in every part, the main Roof only remaining 
sound, being supported by the hard wood pillars*® 

> Having been constituted a Cathedral Church and Episcopal See by the Mandate of Her Most Gracious 
Sovereign Queen Victoria, ‘as announced in the Official letter of His Excellency the Governor in 
_ Chief Sir ©. H.'Frrz Roy, KH}, dated” 10th November, 1842, it was the intention of the Members 
of the Vestry, at their next mesting, proposed to be held on the 27th inst., to have entered into a 
Contract for iwproving the’ Chancel and elevating’ thé Stone work of the Tower, completing the same 


-* St, John's Church is a Brick-building erected in the year 1719, in length 130 feet, in breadth 50 feet in the clear, 
with North and South Porches 23 feet by 203. The Tower was 50 feet high with a wooden Cupola, and was built in 
1789. ‘There was accommodation in the Church for nearly 1800 persons, The uumerous Congregation that attended it 
is now assembled part under a large Tent, and part in a Wooden School-Room formerly the little Chapel of the Socie- 
ty for the Conversion and Religious Instruction of the Negroes. It deserves to be mentioned, to the honour of the Mem- 
bers of the Legislature, that at theit meeting, held the Monday after this Calamity at Government: House (the Court 
House being condemned.as ‘unsafe for Public business) the first grant of money made out of the diminished Treasury was 
the sum of £500 currency ‘(about £245 stg.), völed unanimously towards the Cathedral of St. John’s. By this timely 
aid, steps were immediately taken to shore up the roof and effectually secure it ; intending afterwards to dismantle 
the tottering walls to the foundation, and to inclose the whole with a temporary Fence of rough Boards—that thus, 
with the Divine permission, the congregation may have the comfort of being re-assembled, in a very humble way, 
beneath the roof of their former Church. eae 
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with four Minarets, in a manner suitable for. a Cathedral. The said Vestry of St. John’s, holding 
now their meeting, this 24th day of February, 1843, under a Tent, and beholding the destruction of 
the Cathedral and Parish Church by the late Calamitous Earthquake, (which indeed has either rent or 
laid waste all the Stone Buildings in the Island), at the same time, gratefully acknowledging the mer- 
ciful interposition of the Most High in the remarkable preservation of human life, have agreed to have 


this Record made of the appalling eevee of the Sth inst., for their own instruction and for that of 
future generations.

The tale of destruction does not end with the preceding account of the ruined state of the Cathe- _ 
dral and Parish Church of St. John. By the same. calamity were destroyed the Parish Church of 
St. Paul, the District Church of Ali Saints, St. Stephen’s Chapel of Ease, and the uewly erected 
Chapel Schools of St. Bartholomew and St. Mark,—the Parish Church of St. Philip, so sent in every 
part as to he unsafe for Public Worship—the new Parish Chureh of St. Peter, the erection of which, 
at a. considerable cost, was. to have been completed this year, severely injared in the East wall and 
Arches. of the Windows shaken; the recently built North and South Wings of St. James's Chapel of 
Ease broken down..and the rest. of the Walls cracked in many parts; the Suath Wall of the Chapel 
School of St. Barnabas broken down, and other parts of the building shaken; the School houses at 
St. Philip's: Rectory aud St. Stephen’s thrown down flat ; the Brick-built Infaut-School at the Rectory, 
St. John's, much sbaken, and the Stone-built National Schoo! for Girls so dilapidated as to render it 
necessary to take the. Stone Walls down and to replace them with wood ;—the School-room at Breck- 
nock's iu the same. Parish 80 dilapidated in the East Wall as to be unsafe. The devastating effects of 
this terrific visitation have, in short, befallen all the Pablic Stone Edifices in St. John’s, the Build- 
ings for the Navy and Military at English Harbour, Monk's Hill, and the Ridge. as well as the Stores 
of the Merchants, the Mills, the. Boiling- Houses, and S:itlHousce on the Suga: Plantations. ‘The time 
when this work of destruction took place, being just at the commencement of the Crop, which the dry 
weather makes it the more necessary to take off with all possible despatch, has added greatly to the 
present embarrassment, and darkened more deeply the gloomy prospect, With the utmost efforts 
that the persevering ingenuity and strength of man can put forth, it is believed that a considera. 
ble portion of the present Crop must be sacrificed. Out of 172 Mills in the Islaud there are not, 
at the present date, more than 23 at work, and not half of that number can be said to be sound. 
Very many Families in Town and Country, inbabiting Stone-houses or Wooden houses, supported by 
stove-built Cellars, have been suddenly thrown into great discomfurt, and some into extreme distress, 
In truth, the calamity that has come upon this Island is of such a nature that, in the destraction of 
the Works of Man, it has gone almost beyond the power of exaggeration. In the preservation of Haman 
Life, however, marvellous merey has been shown: uot more than 8 persons were killed. ‘The Mercy 
of Gop has been so strikingly manifested that every tongue is ready to confess it. Woald that all 


might be sa impressed with the sense of the Divine Goodness as to be led to shew forth their. gra-
